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ABSTRACT 



This brochure is a response to numerous questions 



that have been directed to the Superintendent of Public Instruction's 
Office since the passage of Chapter 441, Laws of 1985, (SSB 3279, the 
"Home Based Instruction" law). The following information is 
presented: (1) responses to questions relating to Chapter 28A.27 RCH 
(compulsory attendance and home^based instruction); (2) responses to 
questions relating to RCW 28A. 02.201 (approved private schools: 
extension programs in home--based instruction); (3) responses to 
questions relating to RCW 28A.41.140 (part-time attendance in the 
public schools); (4) tables on parents (qualifications and duties), 
private school extension programs, common schools; (5) registration 
format (declaration of intent to provide home^bascd instruction); and 
(6) standardized tests approved by the State Board of Education for 
home^based instruction. (SI)

In May 1985 # the Governor signed into law Chapter 
441, Laws of 1985, (SSB 3279, the "Hone-Based 
Instructicxi" Law) . Three statutes were amended by 
this law: RCW 28A.27.010, Attendance Mandatory; RCW 
28A.02.201, Private Schools, Scope of State Control; 
and RCW 28A.4i.l45, Part-Time Student, Defined 
Enrcllment Authorized. In addition, new secticHis 
were added to Chapter 28A.27 RCW, Cotpulsory School 
Attendance. 

There are no rules and regulations iBt)lfe.rtentingr 
C h^ter 28A>27 HCW since the authority to enforce 
this s'catute rests with local school district 
authorities under RCW 28A.04.120 and RCW 28A.02.240. 
Therefore, those portions of the new legislation 
which amend or add to Chapter 28A.27 RCW, Coipulsory 
Attendance, will not be put into rules or 
regulatic^s. 

The State Board of Education is authorized to pro- 
mulgate rules relating to the aj^roval of private 
scliools. The Sn)erintendent of Public Instructiai is 
responsible to inpletvent the statute relating to 
part-time attendance. Rules and regulations govern- 
ing extension programs in private schools and part- 
time attendance in the public schools of students 
receiving home-based instruction will be proposed in 
the Fall. 
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The Superintendent of Public Instructicm's 
office is distributing this brochure in response to 
nunetDus questions which have been directed to the 
agency since the passage of the law in May. Please 
send concerns and questions v^ich are not answered in 
this docment to the Office of Private Ekiucatior\# 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, Old Capitol 
Building, PG-ll, Olynpia, m, 98504. An updated 
publication is anticipated. The irput of parents and 
educators would be most helpful in conpiling that 
document.

1. ftiat are the requirenents o£ Ccnqpulsory Schcx>l 
Attendance in the State of fbshingtcn, including 
the age level of children affected and the 
requiments a parent must meet in order to be 
in ccnpliance with the laW? 

RCW 28A* 27.010 requires all parents in this 
state/ of any child eight years of age and under 
eighteen years of age# to cause such children to 
attend the public school of the district in 
which the child resides for the full time when 
the school is in session, unless: 

*The child is attending an approved private 
school or is enrolled in an extension program 
of an approved private school; 

*The child is receiving home-based 
instruction; 

*The school district superintendent has 
excused the child f ran attendance because the 
child is physically or mentally unable to 
attend school , is attending a residential 
school operated by Department of Social and 
Health Services , or has been tertporarily 
excused upon the request of his or her 
parenl'.s for purposes agreed upon by the 
school authorities and the parent/ provided 
that such excused absences will not be 
permitted if deemed to cause a serious 
adv( effect upon these student's 
educc.ional progress; or 
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*The child is fifteen years of age or older 
and: the school district sqperintendent 
determines that such child has already 
attained a reasonable proficiency' in the 
branches required by law to be taught in the 
first nine grades of the public schools of 
this state; the child is regularly and 
lawfully engaged in a useful or remunerative 
occupation; the child has already nvet 
graduation requirements in accordance with 
State Board of Education rules and regula- 
ticx^s; the child has received a certificate 
of educaticxial conpetence under rules and 
regulations established by the State Board of 
Education. 

Yhat constitutes hcae-based instruction? 

RCW 28A.27.010(4) defines instruction as home- 
based if it consists of planned and supervised 
instructional and related educational activities 
including curriculum and instruction in the basic 
skills of occupational education, science, math- 
ematics, language, social studies, history, 
health, reading, writing, spelling, and the 
developinent of an appreciation of art and music 
provided for a number of hours equivalent to the 
total annual program hours per grade level estab- 
lished for approved priv£':e schools and if such 
activities are provided by a qualified parent • 

The state recognizes that parents vrtio are causing 
their children to receive home-based instruction 
shall be subject only to those minimum state laws 
and regulations vrtiich are necessary to ensure a 
sufficient basic educational opportunity is 
provided to the children receiving such instruc- 
tion. Therefore, all decisions relating to 
philosophy or doctrine, selection of books. 



teaching materials and curriculum^ and methods # 
timing and place in the provision or evaluation 
of home-based instruction shall be the 
responsibility of the parent except for matters 
specifically referred to in Chapter 28A.27 RCW. 



3* fCiat are the total annual program hours per grade 
level established for approved private schools? 

RCW 28A.02.201 and RCW 28A.02.240 establish the 
following minimum hourly requirCTvents per grade 
level:

4* Miat qpialif icationB aust a paimt wet in enter 
to cause hiq/her child(reii) to rsoeive hcaie-baaed 
instruction? 

FCW 28A. 27 •010(4) requires that the instructional 
and educati^al activities be: 

a) provided by a parent ^A)o is instructing 
his or her child cxily and is supervised by a 
person certificated under Chapter 28A.70 
RCWr the sqpervisicxi ccxisists of and 
includes planning of objectives by the 
certificated person and the parent; a 
minimum each month of an average or one 
contact hour per week with the child being 
supervised by the certificated person; and 
evaluation of such child's progress by the 
certificated person. The number of children 
supervised by the certificated person shall 
not exceed thirty; or 

b) provided by a parent is instructing 
his or her child only and }A\o has either 
earned forty-five college level credit hours 
or equivalent in semester hours or has com- 
pleted a course in home-based instruction at 
a postsecondary institution or a vocational- 
technical institute; or 

c) provided by a parent who is deemed 
sufficiently qualified to provide home-based 
instruction by the superintendent of the 
local school district in which the child 
resides. 
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Mhat regulrownts Mist a oourae wet in ocder to 
qualify as a oourae in hcve-baaed instruction? 



Other than the requirement that the ccxirse be 
conpleted at a poetsecondary institution or a 
vocational-technical institute ^ the statute is 
not specific and does not establish other 
requirements such as number of houxTf nature of 
the course, approval of the course , nor does it 
specify an authority to make such requirements. 

Is a sqperintendent required to reviev a parent's 
request to be asse ss e d as sufficiently qualified 
to provide hcBs-based instruction!? 

The statute does not clearly dictate that a 
superintendent must honor such a request. Hie 
statute identifies this as one of three options 
by which a parent may qualify to provide home- 
based instruction. Without further specifica- 
tion from the statute it would appear that a 
superintendent has the authority to deem a parent 
as sufficiently qualified but is not^ by this 
statute # required to review such a request. 



tiiat criteria might a superintendent use to 
assess whether or not a parent should be deewd 
sufficiently qualified to provide hcaie-based 
instruction? 

The statute does not provide criteria by which a 
siperintendent might deem a parent sufficiently 
qualified. A superintendent may develop his/her 
own criteria for purposes of assessing a parent's 
qualification to provide home-based instruction. 
For exanple# a superintendent's criteria may be 
that the person providing the home-based 
instruction must hold a valid teaching 
certificate. 



A siqperinterdent may wish to refer to WlC 
180-50-300, Equivalency Course of Study - Credit 
for learning e)qperiences conducted awsy from 
school or by persons not ^ployed by the school 
district. Rules adopted by the district board of 
directors pemitting credit for off-canpus 
learning e3q>eriences must include at least the 
following: 

(1) A prc^sal for approval of credit for such 
learning experience shall be submitted 
prior to the e)q)erience and include: 

(a) Name of program; 

(b) Length of time for which approval is 
desired; 

(c) Objectives of the program;. 

(d) Description of how credits shall be 
determined; 

(e) Content outline of .-he program and/or 
major learning activities and 
instructional materials to be used; 

(f ) Description of how student perfomance 
will be assessed; 

(g) Qualifications of instructional 
personnel; and 

(h) Plans for evaluation of prograjn. 

(2) The proposal shall be presented to the 
personnel designated by the district board 
of directors for review, revision, and 
approval or disapproval. 

(3) The reasons for approval or disapproval 
shall be comiunicated to the students, 
parents, or guardians. 

In other words, a superintendent miqht assess a 
parent's qualifications by evaluating his/her 
ability to write and present an acceptable 
educational program.

In addition to other requironents, a superin- 
tendent might require signed and notorized 
statements from parents and/or f rem the 
certificated person assessing the student's 
progress. A superintendent may also elect to ask 
the school board to establish policies and 
procedures on this and related issues. 



8. 1i)at is the extent to iihich a 8U()erintendmt may 
be held liable slmld he/she deem a parent to be 
sufficiently qualified and subsequently the diild 
does not progpjE»iS satisfactorily? 

The statute is silent on this issue. 
Determination of liability might be pursued 
through the courts. 

9. ftiere does a parent address a request for the 
declaration of intent f onoat and i«hen must the 
statement be filed? 

The format prescribed by Superintendent of Public 
Instruction is available upon request from the 
local school district superintendent's office. A 
saitple of the prescribed format is included with 
this packet. The statement must be filed with the 
local school district superintendent by Septenber 
15 of the school year or within two weeks of the 
beginning of any public school quarter # 
trimester / or semester. 



10« ¥tiat duties uust a parent perform who is 

providing his/her diildCren) with hone-lxised 
Instruction? 

According to the new section added to Chapter 
28A.27 RCW^ each parent of a hone-based 
instructed child must: 
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(1) file annually a signed declaration of intent 
that he or she is planning to cause his or 
her child to receive hone-based instruction. 

(2) ensure that test scores or annual academic 
progress assessanents and iimiunization 
records f together with any other records that 
are kept relating to the instructional and 
educational activities provided^ are for- 
warded to any other public or private school 
to vrtiich the child transfers / and 

(3) ensure that a standardized achievement test 
approved by the State Board of Education is 
administered annually to the child by a 
qualified individual or that an annual 
assessment of the student's acadanic progress 
is written by a certificated person who is 
currently working in the field of educaticxi. 
The standardized test administered/ or the 
annual academic progress assessment written / 
shall be made a part of the child's permanent 
records. If / as a result of the annual test 
or assessment/ it is determined that the 
child is not making reasor table progress 
consistent with his or her age or stage of 
devel<:^)ment / the parent shall make a good 
faith effort to ranecfy any deficiency. 

Other than those items specifically required 
by the statute/ all decisions relating to 
philosopb^ or doctrine/ selection of books / 
teaching materials and curriculum/ methods/ 
timing and place in the provision or evalu- 
ation of home-based instruction shall be the 
responsibility of the parent. 
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II. fiio aist provide BoaterialSf tests, texts, 
progreas £<n3ns, etc. for the student who is 
receiving home-based instruction? 

It is the parent's responsibility to provide 
materials and equipment necessary to meet the 
planned objectives for the home-based 
instruction. 

12« May a district simply mterials and equiinmt if 
it so diooses? 

A school district may establish regulations 
relating to the sale of materials at cost or to 
the lending or rental of such materials. 

13. Much standardized tests may be used and irtio must 
provide the tests? 

The State Board of Education has approved a list 
of standardized tests. The list is included with 
this packet. 

It is the parent's responsibility to ensure that 
the testing (or the annual assessment described 
belcw) is done and that the results are a part of 
the student's permanent record. 

If the student is at a grade level in which all 
students in the local school district are tested, 
the parent may request that the student take the 
test as an ancillary service. The school dis- 
trict is required to provide this service under 
the Part-Time Attendance Act, RCW 28A.41.145. 
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14« 1iK> is a "qualified" individual for purpoees of 
adDunistering the standardized test? 

The instructions for administering the 
standardized tests which accotpany the testing 
instruraents identify those persons vrticm the 
testirig services recognize as qualified to 
administer the tests. 



15. If a parent chooses to provide for an anmieiL 
assessment of the child's acadendc progress 
instead of the adoiinistration of the standardized 
test, irfK> oust perform this assessment and of 
\ihat must the assessment consist? 

According to the new sectrion added to Chapter 
28A.27 RGVf the annual assessment must be 
performed by a certificated person who is 
currently working in the field of education. 

The statute does not specify wnat constitutes an 
annual assessment^ but does state that if / as a 
result of the annual test or assessment/ it is 
detennined that the child is not making reason- 
able progress consistent with his or her age or 
stage of development ^ the parent shall make a 
good faith effort to ronedy any deficiency. 
Therefore / it is reasonable to assume that the 
assessment should contain statai^r's and docu- 
ments which reflect the child* s progress or lack 
thereof which is or is not consistent with his or 
her age ot stage of development. 
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16* JH^yxt constitutes "teas liable" progress and who 
ootemlnes lAiether - not the progress being nade 
by the student is reasonable?* 



The statute does not define reascHiable progress 
nor does it specify \A)o is to determine vrtiether 
or not reasonable progress is being made. 
However f this new secticxi relating to reasonable 
p. ogress has been added to Chapter 28A.27 RCW^ 
Ccttpulsory School Attendance. Within the 
Conpulsory School Attendance law there are 
pLcvisiOTS for prosecution of those individuals 
who are found to be in violation of the law. 
Therefore f in each case in ^ich a parent is to 
be prosecuted for alleged violation ^ "reasonable 
progress" would be determined by the court 
hearing the case. In additicxi to the provisicxis 
for prosecution for nonccnplianoe with this act^ 
certain provisions which apply to the health/ 
safety / and well being of children can be found 
in the statutes and regulations of the Department 
of Social and Health Services ^ DSHS is authorized 
and mandated to investigate reports of suspected 
child neglect and/or abuse. 

17 « Mio is responsible for determining the plaoeaent 
of a student transferring from "homeHaased" 
instruction to a public or private school? 

The new section added to Chapter 28A.27 RCW^ 
states that at the time of a transfer to a public 
school f the siperintendent of the local school 
district in vrtiich the child enrolls may require a 
standardized achievenent test to be administered 
and will have the authority to determine the 
apprc^riate grade and course level placement of 
the student after consultation with the parent 
and a review of the student's records. This 
procedure applies as well to the administrators 
of a private school to which a student transfers. 
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18* May a student iiAo is taking courses in 

"facaieHbaaed" instruction be allcifed to credit 
these courses toward high school graduation in 
the case of a student transferring to a public 
sdiool from the hcsseHbased situation? 

A school district may adc^t rules governing the 
acceptance of off-canpus learning for credit but 
is not required to do so. Acceptance or non- 
acceptance of course work which is not coipleted/ 
under the jurisdiction of the public school's 
programs/ is the prerogative of the school 
district. 

Local school boards are authorized under WAC 
180-50-310 to adopt rules governing the accept- 
ance of correspondence courses and under VJ\C 
180-50-300 to adopt rules granting credit for 
off-canpus learning experiences. 

19* If a student is instructed at hone throughout 
hig^ school, nay a parent issue the student a 
dj^lcna? 

There are no statutes which authorize the 
issuance of a high school diploma. Chapter 
180-51 WAC, Graduation RequiretventS/ specifies 
v*iat courses of study are required for graduation 
from a high school in Washington State. There 
ajpears to be nothing which would enjoin a parent 
from issuing a diploma from a home-based instruc- 
tion program v^ich meets the requirements found 
in Chapter 180-51 W^C. However, parents and 
students should be advised that businesses, 
institutions of higher learning, and brandies of 
the anned services establish ttieir own criteria 
for determining the credibility of a diploma and 
may or may not honor a diploma or any other docu- 
mentation which they deem acceptable for their 
purposes 4 
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20. Mhat is the responsibility of the public school 
district in the event that cases of noncompliance 
are reported to public school officials? 

Public school officials are required to report 
cases of noncompliance to the person designated 
within the district as the enforcment officer of 
the truancy laws as stated in Chapter 28A.27 RCW. 

21. Are there penalties for failing to coi^>ly with 
this act? 

Persons responsible for compliance with the Act 
and who do not perform required duties are liable 
for prosecution under Chapter 28A.27 RCW. 

22. Will supervision of the home-based instruction by 
the certificated teacher be counted as teaching 
experience for certification purposes? 

The Office of Professional Certification 
recognizes only those teaching experiences 
performed in public schools and approved private 
schools. 

23. If a parent would like to find out more about 
home-based instruction, who should he/she 
contact? 

The Washington Federation of Independent Schools, 
2300 South Washington, Tacoma, WA, 98405, will 
provide upon request, a list of resources, groups 
and companies which can be contacted for further 
information.

1* fiiat is an e^roved private school? 

An approved private school is one which is approved 
under regulations established by the State Board of 
Education pursuant to RCW 28A.04.120 and cottplying 
with those minLTUim requirements pursuant to RCW 
28A.02.201. 

These minimum requirenents include; 

Filing an annual certificate of coipliance with 
state standards; 

Providing a minimum school year of 180 days or 
the equivalent in total annual minimum program 
hour offerings as prescribed in RCW 28A.58.754; 

Providing classroom teachers v*io hold apprcpriate 
Vfeshington certification except as specified in 
statute; 

Safeguarding permanent records; 

Maintaining physical facilities which meet health 
and fire safety requirements; 

Providing a curriculum in the basic skills of 
occupational education, science, math^ language, 
social studies, history, health, reading, writing, 
spelling, and development of appreciation of art and 
music, all in sufficient units for meeting State 
Board of Education graduation requironents (Chester 
180-51 WAC); 
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Maintaining an up-'to-date policy statanent; and 

The school does not engage in a policy of racial 
segregation or discrimination. 



2. Miat lequireaents must an approved private schocl meet 
in order to operate an extension prograaff 

RCW 28A. 02. 201(4) states that an approved private 
school operating an extension program for parents ^ 
guardians f or persons having legal custody of a child 
to teach children in their custody shall require at a 
minimum that: 

(1) the parent^ guardian ^ or custodian be under the 
supervision of a certificated enployee of the 
approved private school; 

(2) the planning by the certificated person and the 
parent^ guardian^ or person having legal custody 
include objectives consistent with other 
approved private school program requirements; 

(3) the certificated person spend a minimum average 
each month of one 'Contact hour per week with 
each student under his/her supervision v*io is 
enrolled in the approved private school exten- 
sion program; 

(4) each student* s progress be evaluated by the 
certificated person; and 

(5) the certificated eitplcyee shall not supervise 
more than thirty students. 

(A residential dwelling used in an extension program 
is deoned to be an adequate physical facility for the 
purpose of meeting the health and fire safety require- 
ment for approved private schools.) 
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The adninistrator of an a^roved private school must 
aign a statai^ent of assurance that these requirenents 
will be met. Statements may be obtained from the 
Office of Frivatc &>ication^ Superintendent of Put . - 
Instruction^ old Capitol Building ^ PG-11, Olyirpia, VA, 
98504. 

If a parent enrolls a stude<:it in an ap p r o v ed private 
school's extension program, 341st he/she file a 
declaration of intent or aeet the otter requireofesnts 
specified in Chapter 28^.27 BCW? 

No, the student enrolled in an extensic.-^ program meet- 
ing the requirements found in RCW 28A.01. 201(4) is 
ccMisidered an enrollee in the approved private school 
and is not a student receiving hone-based instruction 
pursuant to Chaper 28A.27 RCW and, t!;ere£ore/ the 
parents are not subject to the requirenencs for hone- 
based instruction specified in Chapter 28A.27 RCW. 

Must public schools include eligible stude*^^ ^ in 
extension programs in approved private schc;;AS in 
federal prajrans? 

Yes, the ;tudents enrolled in extension pro^^i-ams are 
considered enrollees in the approved private school. 
As such they are included in federal programr^ for 
which they are eligible on the same basis 9s otlier 
eligible students in the private school. 

Must students in the extension program of an e^roved 
private school be tested with a standardized 
achievement test annually? 

No, they are not required to take a standardized 
achievCTvent test. Each student's progress must be 
evaluated by a certificated person. 

Do imnization requirenents apply to extensiof) 
studaits? 
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YeSf the inmunization requirements found in VCVC 
248-100-163/ Iinmunization of School Children Against 
Certain Vaccine-Preventable Diseases, apply to these 
students. 

7. May a private school extension student «iroll in a 
public school as a part-time attendance student? 

Yes. ROW 28A,41.145 provides for the enrollment of a 
private school student in the public school for the 
purpose of taking a course or receiving an ancillary 
service not available in the private school.

RCN 28A.4ia40 - Fart-Tine Attendanoe 
in the Public Schools 



1. Do students receiving hoeH^yMd instruction have 
access to instruction through part-tine attendance 
andl/or ancillary services in the piidic schools? 

Yes^ RCW 28A.41. 145(2) specifies that the board of 
directors of any school district is authorized 
and, in the same manner as for other public school 
students/ shall permit the enrollment of and pro- 
vide ancillary services for part-time students^ 
provided that this only applies to part-time 
students who would be otherwise eligible for 
full-time enrolment in the school district. A 
student who is receiving hone-based instruction / 
including courses ?t or receiving ancillary 
services' from the local school district/ or both/ 
is by definition a part-time public school 
student. 



2* Miat constitutes a "course" for purposes of 
part-time attendanoe? 

A "course" is def incnj as any instructional cur- 
ricular service or activity in which pre-school 
through twelfth grade students are enrolled by a 
public school. 



3. Are sports activities considered an ancillary 
service? 

WAC 392-134-005 defines ancillary service as any 
co-curricular service or activity/ any health care 
service or activity/ and any other services or 
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activities^ except "ccxirses^" for or in which 
pre-school through twelfth grade students are 
enrolled by a public school. The term shall 
include r but not be limited to^ counsel ing^ 
psychological services^ testing, ranedial in- 
struction, speech and hearing therapy, health care 
services, tutorial services such as hone or 
hospital instruction for the physically disabled, 
and sports activites * 

In order to qualify to participate in inter^ 
scholastic activities, a student must meet 
eligibility criteria. Such criteria is determined 
by WIAA (Washington Interscholastic Activities 
Association). Information may be obtained by 
contacting the WIAA Office at 1211 W. Lake 
Sammamish Blvd.

4. fUll state funds be allocated to the school 

district for providing services and/or inL»tniction 
to part-time students? 

Yes. RCW 28A.41. 145(3) states that the super- 
intendent of public instruction shall recognize 
the costs to each district occasioned by enroll- 
ment of and/or ancillary services provided for 
part-time students and shall include such costs in 
the distribution of funds to school districts 
pursuant to RCW 28A.41.140. Each school district 
will be allocated basic education funds occasioned 
by attendance of and/or ancillary services 
provided for part-time students on a part-time 
basis as reported to the superintendent of public 
instruction, according to law, rule and instruc- 
tions. At tlie tinve of enrollment, students must 
be plysically present at school as required by WAC 
392-121-105(1). Chapter 392-134 WAC, 
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Finance-Apportiorment for Part-Time Public SctKxjl 
Attenclance, contains the rules and regulations 
iihich inplement the statutes pertaining to part- 
tiine attendance. Schcx>l districts shall report 
part-time attendance on form P-240Bf Final 
Enrollment Report of Home-Based instruction 
Students Atterriing Public School Part-Time or 
Receiving Ancillary Services. 



5. Under what circimBtaiioes may ancillary aervioes be 
ni^orted for the purpose of reoeiving state funds? 

WC 392-134-025(2) states that each district shall 
report to the superintendent of public instructiai 
the nunber of hours that courses and/or ancillary 
services f or any conbination of courses and 
ancillary services^ are provided to part-time 
students in the basic enrollment data for state 
funding purposes. Hours reported for each 
co-curricular experience that gerierates credit 
shall not exceed the hours of the respective 
course for which the co-curricula experience was 
credited. Form P-240B is used for reporting 
ancillary services as well as part-time 
attendance.

9. If a school district provides such supervisionr 
may the public school eaplofee sqpervise a 
religious-based curriculixni? 

No. Article 1, Section 11 of the Constitution of 
the State of Washington states that no public 
money or property shall be apprcpriated for or 
applied to any religious worship, exercise or 
instruction, or the support of any religious 
establishment. 



10. May a school district enroll a student urtio is 
receiving home-based instruction as a tull-time 
equivalent student for purposes of receiving full 
funding by providing supervision, materials, 
curriculim, and testing? 



Under no circumstances may a student who is 
receiving home-based instruction as defined in 
Chapter 28A.27 RO^ be reported as a full-tiine 
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equivalent student for purposes of receiving state 
funds. (See Secticxi 1/ Questicxi 2 for the defini- 
tion of hcroe-based instruction.) For purposes of 
meeting ccnpulsory attendance requirements a 
student is enrolled in a public school/ or is 
enrolled in a private school f or is receiving 
hone-based instruction. 
(See also question 11 and answer.) 

U. Is thera any circuBstanoe by vhicii n school 

district nay provide the sase model of instruction 
irtiich h om a b aaed instructed stud&its receive £or 
students who are fuUrtime public school students? 

No. The definition of home-based instruction found 
in RCW 28A. 27. 010(4) does not meet direct super^ 
vision requirements for the allocation of state 
funds. Full-time equivalent student is defined in 
mc 392-121-105. However, mC 392-121-180, 
Finance, General Apportionment: Enrollment Time 
Credit Off-Canpus Learning Experiences, authorizes 
school districts to adopt rules by which a school 
district may receive credit towards full-time 
enrollment for teaching/learning experiences 
conducted off-campus. Under such rules a student 
is enrolled as a public school student. 
Alternative school district programs must meet 
minimum program hour and direct supervision 
requirofnents in order to receive state funds.
